WINTER WHEAT. 

The attempt to grow winter wheat 
in the Northwest has hitherto been 
attended with but indifferent success, 
and it must continue to be, in the 
main, @ spring wheat country. But 
there may be some plan hit on by 
which a part of the wheat crop may, 

| with advantage, be sown in the fall, 
and every attempt in that direction 
that gives a moderate show of 
| success is worth noting. The Sioux 
| Falls Press recently referred to an 


‘attempt made at Watertown, South 
| Dakota, that has had a fair measure 
jof success. A sample of what 
| promised to be a likely winter wheat 


| was sent in there from Wisconsin. 


| The farmer who handled it sowed 

on corn land just as it was after the 
crop had been taken off, the stalks 
of the corn being left to gather snow. 
|The sowing was always done broad- 
cast, but lately a new man took hold 
of it, and sowed with a press drill, 
which put all the seed deep enough 
in the ground without stirring the 
corn stalks. The experiment with 
press drill seeding up to the middle 


disappeared within a week. This 
wheat then lay bare until about the 
middle of February, when it was 
covered by about fourteen inches, 
which fell and blew into the stalks, 
but was again bare about March 20, 


of the ground almost entirely. Then 
it turned cold, and from April Ist | 
to 3rd it froze hard to a depth of | 
four inches. It is now thawed 
again, and the wheat is growing as |

The following is a resume of the laws in 
force regarding the recciving of newspapers‘ 
1. Subscribers who do uot give express 


ing to continue their subscriptions. 

2. If subscribers order a discontinuance 
of their periodicals, the publishers may con- 
tinue to cend them unt:] arrears are paid. 

8. If subscribers neglect to take the 
| periodicals from the office, to which they 
are directed, they are responsible till they 
have settled up their bill and ordered them 
discontinued. 

4. If subscribers move to other places 
without informing the publisher, and the 
papers are sent to the former direction, they 
are held responsible. 

5, The courts have decided that refusing 
to take periodicals from the office or re- 
moving aud leaving them uncalled for, 1s 
rime facie evidence of intentional fraud. 
| 6. Ifsubscribers pay in advance they are 
| bound to give notice atthe end of their 
_ time if they do not wish to continue taking 


| it, otherwise the publisher is obliged to 
| send it and the subscriber will be responsible 
until an express notice, with payment of all 
arrears, i3 sent to the publisher. 

The latest postal laws are such that news- 
paper publishers can arrest anyone for 
fraud who takes a paper and refuses to pay 
| for it. Under this law the man who alluws 


| his subscription torna along for some time 
unpaid and then orders it discontinned, or 
orders the postmasterto mark it “Refused,” 
and have a postal card sent notifying the 
| publisher, lays himself liable to arrest and 
tine, same as for theft.
